Lord Salisbury was greatly fatigued by the Cabinet on 
Friday, and has had a return of the febrile condition in 
consequence. 

His Lordship is recovering from this; but Sir William 
Broadbent is decidedly of opinion that he will not be fit to 
return to work at the Foreign Office till he has had some 
complete rest and change to the South of France. 

Mr. Balfour is at present, so far as is necessary, dealing 
with the current business of the Foreign Office. 


Lord Salisbury was Pronounced Better 


on Tuesday morning. The Marchioness of 
Salisbury left town for the Riviera by the 
11 a.m. boat-train, doubtless serene in the 
knowledge that Lord Salisbury would soon be 
well enough to bear the fatigue of the journey 
likewise. It was the most natural circumstance 
in the world that Mr. Balfour should temporarily 
do his uncle’s share of the Foreign Office corre- 
spondence during the continued indisposition 
of the noble Marquis, for no other Minister 
could possibly have such an intimate know- 
ledge of the Premier's policy and inten- 
tions. Yet Monday’s news elicited a plentiful 
crop of rumours. One was to the effect that 
Lord Cromer would come from Egypt (where he 
is too serviceable to be recalled, one would 


think) to be the new Foreign Secretary. But, 
if I am not much mistaken, 

Mr. Balfour 
would make a considerably safer Foreign 


Minister than Lord Cromer. An amiable and 
courteous gentleman, the First Lord of the 
Treasury: rejoices in the possession of that 
great essential, the suaviter in modo as. well as 
the necessary fortiter in ve.

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HOW THE WORLD WAGS. 


HE QUEEN’S HOLIDAY AT CIMIEZ 
should soon make Her Majesty quite herself again. 
Owing to the slight cold she had at the beginning 
of last week. the Queen did not reach Portsmouth 
from Windsor till Thursday evening, March 10. 

She slept the night on board her yacht, the Victoria and 
Albert, and proceeded out to Spithead in her at eleven 
o'clock on the Friday morning. There were the usual 
royal salutes. The Jrene (the Trinity yacht) followed 
astern. At Spithead were the Royal yacht Osborne and 
the eruisers Mersey and Australia, which fell in astern in 
that order. So soon as the Channel was reached; the 
eruisers ranged up on either beam of the Queen’s yacht, 
and in this formation the flotilla reached the French coast. 
At Cherbourg, Her Majesty received the usual cordial 
weleome from the French authorities. Accompanied. by 
Princess Henry of Battenberg and Princess Christian 
(whose daughter, Princess Victoria, has had an attack of 
measles at Cumberland Lodge, we regret to hear), Her 
Majesty left Cherbourg in the Royal train at 10.25 a.m. last 


HER MAJESTY AT CIMIEZ. 


Saturday. The Queen’s train passed through Cannes at ten 
minutes past three on Sunday. Her Majesty was saluted at 
the station by the Prince of Wales, the Marchioness of 
Lorne, the Duke of Cambridge, the Duchess of Albany, and 
Mr. Taylor, the British Consul, who were awaiting to 
receive her on the platform, and conversed with Her 
Majesty during the stoppage of the train. The Royal train 
entered Nice railway -station at five minutes to four 
the same day. As the train drew up at the platform 
the Band of the Third Infantry played the British 
National Anthem. Her Majesty, who appeared in perfect 
health, left the saloon by means of an inclined slope 
instead of the steps usually employed. Awaiting the 
Queen in a pavilion decorated with flags and flowers were 
the Prince and Princess of Roumania, the Princess of 
Oldenburg, Mr. Harris, the British Consul, General 
Robescu, Aide-de-Camp to the Prince of Roumania, 
General Gebhart, Military Governor of Nice, the General 
commanding the 29th Military District, the Prefect of the 
Alpes Maritimes, the Mayor of Nice, and the Commander 
of H.M.S. Astrea, guard-ship at Villefranche. The Queen 
entered a landau, having on her left Princess Christian, 
and facing her Princess Henry of Battenberg. A consider- 
able crowd along the line of route respectfully saluted as 
the Queen passed, Her Majesty graciously bowing and 
smiling in acknowledgment. When the Royal carriage 
reached Cimiez two companies of the 6th Alpine Chasseurs, 
drawn up in front of the hotel, presented arms, while the 
buglers played “ God Save the Queen.” The page Draw- 
ing of the Queen enjoying afternoon-tea during a drive 
gives a good idea of the vernal beauty of the Riviera. 


The Prince of Wales and the Duchess of. 


York Lunched with the Queen last Monday. 
In th: afternoon Her Majesty, accompanied by Princess 


Christian and Princess Beatrice, drove to Villefranche, | 


returning at five o’clock, when Princess Louise took tea 
withher. The Princess of Wales spends her spring holiday 
with Princess Victoria at Copenhagen with H.R.H.’s 
parents. 


The Elopement of a Princess is the latest 
romance, wired by the Exchange Telegraph. This Nice 
despatch reports the sudden departure of Princess Louise 
of Belgium, wife of Prince Philippe of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, 
who recently fought a duel with an Austrian officer. The 
latter has likewise disappeared, and rumours of elopement 
are afloat.

What strikes me always with the greatest wonder and admiration about the great Barnum and Bailey Show (writes a 
P.I. P. Artist) is the colossal administrative ability that Mr. James A. Bailey must necessarily possess. To transport and 
set up the gigantic show in London could have been no light task, even to such Napoleonic shoulders. But next month 
Mr. Bailey starts on an even more arduous undertaking.

After the evening performance, the stakes will have to be 
pulled up, the tents taken down, and everything loaded again on board the wagons; and, before one o’clock, the whole 
show will be speeding to the scene of their next day’s triumph, The steam-ship Massachusetts, which brought over the 
menagerie and horses before Christmas, arrived in the Thames last week with the plant necessary for the country tour. 
The main part of it consisted of the canvas, tent-p:gs, etc., for constructing the twelve pavilions in which the 
performance takes place, the largest tent being 250 ft. by 5451t. A party of journalists went down to the Royal Albert Docks 
last Saturday to witness the unloading of the vast quantity of miscellaneous material the Massachusetts has brought over. 
Not the least interesting item they found was the original Barnum’s “ What Is It?” whose genial and eloquent 
smile, together with his evident enjoyment of a good smoke, won all hearts, This extraordinary creature (genially 
introduced by Mr. R.F. Hamilton), with his queer, torpedo-shaped head, comes much nearer to the lower orders of animals 
than even the most primitive and barbarous of savages that we know of. He seems a veritable ‘‘ missing link ” in the 
series of organic developments; and having been with the show for nearly forty years, his reputation must be almost 
world-wide. Manchester is the first town to be visited when London is bidden farewell; and the great enterprise is 
due there at the beginning of April. So hurry up, all of you who would witness “the Greatest Show on Earth”
